1. The immediate Fail of the Value of ail 
Lands in thafe Countries, where the Manu- 
faétures were before ; for asthe Numbers of 
People by the Confumption of Provifions, 
muft wherever they encreafe, make Rents 
sife and Lands vaiuable ;. fo thofe People 
removing, tho’ the Provifions would, ifpof 
fible, follow them, yet the Price of them 
muft fall by all chat Charge tlicy are at for 
€arriage, and sonfequently Lands muft fall 
in Proportion. 

2. This Tranfplanting of Families, in 
Time would produce great and new Alte- 
rations in the Countries they remov’d fo, 
which as they would be to the Profit of fome 
Places, would be tothe Detriment of others, 
and can by no means be juft any. more than 
ts convenient; for no‘ wife Government 
fiudies to put any Branch of their Country 
to any particular Difadvantages, tho’ it 
may be found in the general Account in an- 
other Place.

When I fay, we could not employ more 
People in England, Idonot.mean, that we 
cannot do our Work with thofé we have, but 
I mean thus. “ng 

Firft, it fhould be more People brought 


over from foreign Parts. X do not mean, 


that thefe we have, fhould be taken from all 
common Employments, and put to our Ma- 
nufaéture, we may unequally difpofe of our 
Hands, and fo have too many for fome 
Works, and too few for others; and ’tis 
plain, that in fome Parts of England it is fo: 
What elfe can be the Reafon, why in our 
Sourberm Partsof England, Kent in particue. 
lar, borrows 20000 People of other Coun- 
triesto get in her Harveft. big 

But if more Forreigners came among us, 
if it were 2 Millions, it could do us no 
Harm; becaufe they would confume our 
Provifions, and we have Land enough to 
produce much more than we do, and they 
would confume our Manufadtures, and we 
have Wool enough for any Quantity. 

I think therefore, with Submiffion, to 
ere& Manufaétures in every Town, to tranf- 
pole the Manufaétures into private Parifhes 
and Corporations, to parcel out our Trade 
to every Door, it muft be ruinous to the 
Manufa@tures themfelves, will turn thou- 
fands of Families out of their Employments, 
and take the Bread out of the Mouths ef di- 
Higenc and induftrious Families, to feed Va- 
grants, Thieves and Beggars, who ought 
much rather to be compell’d by legal Me- 
thods, to feek that Work, which ie is plain, 
is to be had 3 and thus this Act will, ine 
ftead of fertling and relieving the Poor, 
encreafe their Number, and ftarve the bef 
of them. 

{t remains now, according to my firft 
Propofal, to confider, from whenee proceeds 
the Poverty of our People, what Accident, 
what Decay of Trade, whac Want of Em- 
ployment, what frange Revolution of Cir- 
cumftanees makes our People poor, and cdn- 
fequently burthenfom, and our Laws defi- 
cient, fo as to make more and other Laws 
requiftte, and the Nation concern’d to ap- 
ply a Remedy to chis growing Difeale ;
